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The road leading from Akhaltsikh to Uraveli (Ll-3311, L3-0LK) and thence 
southwest along a tributary of the Kura River is approximately three 
meters wide© The surface is asphalted**!' and is in condition only for 
transport. Grades vary between 2° and L°. It is a typical zig-aagglng 
mountain road, with a large number of very sharp turns*. From Akhal- 
tsik:i to Jraveli, the bridges are made of concrete. Beyond Uraveli, 
tne br' -uges are constructed of wood and have a capacity of not over 
three tors. fountain streams which the road crosses are swift. Hovf- 
ever, the streambeds are of rock and gravel and could easily be cross- 
ed at various points.
